I, Exsdric E. Gushin do hcxcby declare that 



I am the Managing Director of Spectrum Gaming located at 2 Donovan Road.. Pennington, NJ 08531. From 
1973 until 1978 I served as a Trademark Attorney and, on a detail, as a Special Assistant to The Assistant 
Commissioner of Trademarks. From 1978 until 1991, 1 was a Deputy Attorney General for the State of New 
Jersey assigned to the State of New Jersey Division of Gaming Enforcement (PGE) where 1 rose to the position or 
Assistant Director of DGE. In this latter position 1 had the direct responsibility over the gaming equipment 
laboratory wherein all gaming devices were tested to ensure they met the standards for the State of New Jersey. 
From 1993 until the present, I have been Managing Director of Spectrum Gaming (Spectrum). Spectrum is ..n 
international casino gaining consultancy involved in both gaming regulatory and casino development issues. In 
this capacity I have had the opportunity to review and recommend to casino customers a vast number of gaming 
devices used in the industry since 1 993. 

In the United States all gaming jurisdictions, based on my knowledge and experience, require that play of the 
game and the resulting house advantage be set over all play cf a casino game chance. For example, a casino 
game may not alter pay-tables or any function based upon the internal computation of the hold percentage. 
Moreover, the game must not have any detectable patterns of game elements or detectable dependency on any 
previous game outcome, the amount wagered, or upon the style or method of play. aJI jurisdictions, based upon 
my knowledge and experience, further require that a gaming device must pay out to a player a mathematically 
demonstrable percentage of all amounts wagered. 
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I have reviewed *« Mikohn Garnia* Cordon casino gaihe of chance called "Ripley's Believe It v Not - 
Advents in Trivia." In my experience. I am not aware. c£any Casino game of chance having . bonus g amc 
wherein players ca* ac^ provide correct answers based 4 fcdr player', knowledge to the casino game 0 nd 
Kcdvc higher Payoff, Before the Ripley* Casino game, I hid never seen a game with This unique feature .ha, 
could be included in the gaanng device and soil guar-ntcctbe fl0BSe advanIag0 (cspedaIly a 

player who knows all the answers) to allow approval in North American Gaming jurisdictions. Funhcr ,hc 
Rapiers casino game provides lower payor* to players who do not have a* correct answers thereby encouraging 
such players to play. I was very surprised and intrigued to find such features available, as 1 previously did no, 
beheve it was possible to include such a taowledgo-based component in a casino game and still have tlw g«roe 
adhere to d«e necessary house advantage requirements of North American gaming jurisdictions.
